•"The dispute between Gens. Miles and 
Egan as to the quality of the beef ra- 
tions issued to our troops seems likely 
to be productive of much good outside 
of army circles," said a prominent offi- 
cial of the agricultural department to- 
day. ''It has called public attention to 
practices of Chicago packers - that are 
doubtless prejudicial to 
the public 


health and contrary to law. 


"Gen. Miles' designation of the meats 


furnished to the soldiers as 'embalmed 
beef 
was both truthful and felic- 


itous, and 
the term 
will doubt- 


less live as long as the 
practice 


that called it forth is continued. The 
fact of the matter is that the bulk of the 
meats sent out from .Chicago as 'cured 
are simply 'embalmed.' They are no1 
even salted properly. They are dippec 
in acid solutions which no doubt retarc 
their decay, but at the same time the 
process imparts to the meats a flavor 
. that is far from agreeable and a quality 
decidedly prejudiced to health.

canny beef is not the only portion o 
the Chicago output, that is thus treated 
Nearly all the medium and 
inferior 


.grades are open to the same objection 
The process is a cheap and expeditious 
one. The chemicals used are cheap and 
harmful, and the meat treated by them 
• IB impregnated with noxious propertie 
that produce dangerous malodies among 
the consumers. Corn beef, even of an 
inferior grade, is harmless. 
It differ 


in texture and quality from tho prim 
article, but' when cured in the old wa; 
is not injurious to health. 
But whei 


•dipped in the "embalming fluid" proper 
ties are added that are injurious t 
health.

"The department is making inquirie 


which tend to prove that the 'embalmec 
beef has not been reserved for area 
•contracts, nor has it been confined t 
any particular firm. All of the Chicag 
packers are guilty to a greater or les 
extent. Much of the corned beef no 
•on the market is treated by the embalm 
ing process. 
The animals used ar 


mostly 'culls,' or 'runts,' whose fies 
would have no market at the averag 
butcher's stall. By the old process tw 
weeks' time is required to 'corn' an am 
mal; under the new, it can be done in 
five minutes. 


"There is good reason to believe thnt 


many stomachic and bowel complaints 
-are due to tho consumption of this 'em- 
balmed beef.' Analyses just made by 
chemists of the agricultural department 
show that tho chemicals used in the pro- 
cess are deleterious, and steps are about 
to be taken to put a stop to the custom. 
It is believed that after a few lots have 
been condemned the packers will come 
to the conclusion that it pays to be hon- 
est, and will return to the good old way 
of selling their meats in such a manner 
.as will conserve the public health.'
